The Ghastly Detailed Story of Murder 
of Adopted Daughter to Be 
Retold in Conrt. 


Special to fhe Post-Dispatch. 
DOVER. Del., May 3.—Mrs. Mary Ann 
Powell, on trial here for the atrocious mur- 
der of her adopted daughter, Estell Al- 
bur. three months ago, is making no ef- 
fort to evade the confessions she gave the 
officers at. the time of her arrest and 
rhile ail. 
a convening of the trial yester- 
dav morning. she has regarded the pro- 
ceedings coolly and with jess outward in- 
terest than her husband, who has been 
present cunstantly. The defense has not 
beer outlined, and no explanation hs been 
offered fdr the crime except the original 
one that Mrs. Powell feared that the girl 
was succeeding her in the affections of 
her husband. 
Miss Powell has made three confessions, 
all along the same line, except she added 
details in retelling the story of the mur- 
der. Before making the last confession 
before the officers and Attorney-General 
Herbert H. Ward, she was warned by Mr. 
Ward that it would be used against her 
at her trial, and she could not hope for 
of the confession. She 
made no objection, but coolly related the cir- 
cumstances. of the kiling in detail. 
Powell's confession begins by de- 
that on the morning of Feb. 9 her 
husband left the farm house about 9 
o'clock. after discussing some matters of 
household detai! with “‘Essie,” as she cailed 
her. : 

Mrs. Powell practically owned all their 
property, yet, she said, the man whom she 
had married from amoug her farm hands 
deliberately threw her aside in the man- 
agement of her own property, and took the 
young girl, whom they had raised, into his 
counsel.

Czar Dumfounded 
by His Army’s Defeat. 


The Emperor is understood to be greatly 
grieved over the losses stiffered on the 
Yalu. Those who have seen him say he 
was dumfounded when he was informed of 
the heavy fighting which attended the pas- 
sage of the river. As is well understood 


here, Gen. Kuropatkin’s pr am did not 
contemplate such resistance to the Japan- 
ese advance 

It is said, moreover. that Kuropatkin 
himself was equally surprised and so cha- 
grined over the miscarriage of his plans 
that he sent his first telegram to the gen- 
eral staff and not direct to the Emperor. 
The understanding here is that Gen. Zas- 
aon had specific orders to avoid any- 
thing like a general engagement, and it is 
believed that the Russian commander at 
the front probably was deceived in his es- 
timate of the strength of Gen. Kuroki's 
artillery, being in entire ignorance that 4.2 
guns had been posted, and got into a posi- 
tion which he had the greatest difficulty in 
extricating his men. 

The only consolation for the loss of the 
uns is that, being without their breech- 
ocks, they are of no value to the enemy.

WITH 20,000 TROOPS TO

PARIS, May 3.—According to dispatches 


received here, Gen. Kuropatkin is on the 
march from Liao-Yang to Feng-Wang- 
Cheng with 20,000 troops to reinforce the 
troops that were overwhelmingly de- 
feated by the Japanese Sunday and driven 
from the mouth of the Yalu. 

Gen. Kuropatkin hopes to check the Jap- 
anese advance, and it is entirely possible 
a great battle may be fought in the neigh- 
borhood of Feng-Wang-Cheng. 

It is reported that the Russian army is 
greatly demoralized by the defeat of Sun- 
day, and Kuropatkin feels he must act 
quickly to restore its confidence by a vic- 
tory.

State’s Officers Maintain Testimony 
Taken Proves Record of Lower 
Court Was Altered. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

PARIS, Mo., May 3.—Assistant Attorney- 
General 8. B. Jeffries arrived at Paris last 
night and began the taking of depositions 
in the Sharp record case before Squire C. 
P. Burnett this morning. Four witnesses 
have been examined—J. R. Reynolds, W. T- 
Ragland and W. T. McAllister. Attorneys 
for the prosecution in the case and Circuit 
Judge Eby, before whom the case was 
tried. 

The substance of the testimony was in- 
tended to sustain the contention of the 
state that the record has ben altered, rot 
only the record of the supreme court as 
first charged, but he record of the lower 
court as well. 

The most important testimony was that 
of Judge Eby, who declared that’ blanks 
had been left in the bill of exceptions, but 
could rot recall or specify as to Insertions 
or interlineation. 

It is said the blanks were filled in 

the insertions of two 
more. These were Nos. 5 and 6. 
Ragland testified that he knew practically 
nothing of the matter beyond the fact that 
the insertion of these two numbers 
been agreed to. 

The bill of exceptions, as certified to the 
supreme court, was exhibited amd the ques- 
tion as to whose were the figures inserted 
was asked by Mr. Jeffries. 

Nos. 5 and 6 were concedted to be those 
of Mr. Whitecotton, but the responefbility 
of the remainder was not placed. 

As the matter etands, the state’s repre- 
sentatives say, they have proved all they 
wished to prove—that is, that the transcript 
was not only altered after becomi a rec- 
ord of the higher court, but that the orig- 
inal bill was chan alsa, 

After the depositions shall have been 
taken the attorney-general will ask that 
the original bill, with blanks and no in- 
sertions as signed by Judge Eby, 
made the true bill in the case. If this 
is done, it will then devolve on the court 
to determine by whom the alterations 
were made. : 

Speaker Whitecotton admitted to Gen.

EXCELLENT: ROADS 


Once Down They Would Last a Life- 
Time, but First Expense 
Prohibitive. 


LONDON, May 3.—The success of the 
rubber road which recently was laid under 
the archway at Buckingham Palace and of 
several other private roads in London has 
brought. forth the proposal that London 
should be made a city of silence by paving 
the roads with India rubber. It is esti- 
mated by experts, however, that the 
scheme is too costly, as for every square 
yard of rubber covered roadway the rate- 
payers would have to pay £3 ($15) 


“Rubber roads are hopeless,’ said the 
London manager of a New York firm of 


John Hodge. a young artist of Bayport, 
charged with cruelly beating and choking 
his young wife and threatening.to kill her 
with a knife because she bothered him 
‘while he was painting. 

The young wife appeared in court with a 
babe in her arms and standing. by her 
side was the painter’s white-haired moth 4 
who insisted .on going with him to jail 
after: he had been sentenced to 2 days in 
the Riverhead jail. 

In the courtroom also were the young 
woman's father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Bennett of Blue Point, who  dis- 
owned her three years ago when she ran 
away from home to marry Hodge. The 
assault made upon her yesterday by the 
husband softened the hearts of the parents, 
and they took the young woman and her 
two children home with them last night. 
They are wealthy and prominent, and at 
the time of the daughter's Aopement the 
matter was givén considerable space in the 
New York newspapers. 

Hodge admitted to Judge Crum that 
the charge of beating, kicking and chok- 
‘ing his wife was true, but denied that he 
had attempted her life with a knife. The 
only excuse he gave for his assaults was 
that she bothered him and that he was 
of a very sensitive and irritable temper- 
ament. Judge Crum told him that his 
‘conduct deserved punishment of the se- 
verest nature, but on account of his 
young wife and two children he would 
give him a light sentence, with the Hope 
that he would control his temper in the 
| future. 

“Hie is my boy,” said the white haired 
mother, ‘and I know his disposition bet- 
iter than anybody else. If he has done 
wrong it is because he has been driven 
to it. If you send him to prison I shall 
£0 with him.” At first Judge Crum told 
the aged woman that she could not ac- 
company the prisoner, but her pleadings 
were so insistent that he permitted her 
to go with him to the lockup, wigre she 
remained until midnight. 

Three years ago young Hodge was em- 
ployed Ly Mr. Bennett to paint some pict- 
ures at his home. During the two weeks 
he was there he fell in love with the 
daughter of his wealthy patron, but when 
he attempted to see her afterward he was 
ordered to leave the house. 

Clandestine meetings were arranged be- 
tween the couple, and when the father 
finally forbade his daughter to leave the 
house without permission she stole out one 
night and fled with her sweetheart. They 
were married and sought her parents’ for- 
giveness, but that was denied. Mr. Ben- 
nett word to the girl that she need

A WOMAN’S EXPERIENCE AT THE 
FAIR. 


To thé Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Stirred by your magazine and editorials 
my three children and myself had been 
saving for some time for opening day at 
the great Fair. If you have ever been poor 
you can appreciate what this means. We 
went early so as not to get in the jam on 
the street car and took our lunch along. 

We spent the first part of the day among 
the school exhibits. which are wonderful, 
and went to hear the speaking at the 
statue. On a base near was a big camera 
and people were on every ornament or ele- 
vation near, but when one of the children 
climbed on the edge of the photograph 
place a hard-visaged, dissipated looking 
Jefferson Guard, about 45 years old, used 
very coarse language and rudely pushed 
the child off. 

We all got thirsty. but could not find any 
drinking place free except the lagoon, and 
we saw people spitting and throwing things 
into ft. In front of the cascades we found 
@ pay booth where men, women and child- 


them and the other two were only filled 
up on what other people had gagged at, 
and one of them was red soda. Did I read 
aright when I read that the W. C. T. U. 
were to sell the temperance drinks? 

Is any one surprised that the men go to 
the beer places? 

As could be expected, especially with 
children, we had to hunt a toilet, but when 
we got there the way was blocked by a 
person with a big pocketbook who told us 
it would “cost 5 cents each.” I asked if 
there was any free place anywhere anc 
wag curtly told “I'm tired of answering 
that question: we're not running a benevo- 
lent institution.”” While I was nervously 
counting the nickels in my purse, wonder- 
ing if we would have to walk home, I told 
the attendarit that in all common decency 
such places should be provided without 
charge and was told"to pay or move on as 
I was blocking the way. Two of the chil- 
dren got sick and‘ we walked another hour, 
and the only seats to be found were at the 
Sousa band stand, and they were 10 cents 
each. In desperation we sat down on the 
ground, on a place where it is hoped some 
time will be a lawn—the only place where 
we wouldn't be tramped on, and sent one 
child to wet my handkerchief in the lagoon. 
I took the heads of the two sick anes in 
my lap but scarcely had I started to bathe 
their throbbing. little temples when & man 
with colored specs, civilian drese and 
badge with “employe” on it said, “You'll 
have to get out of there; get off the grass.”
